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Anecdotes  of  M.  de  Voltaire,  in  his  prefent  fituation  at  Ferpcx  in 

.  Burguudy,  near  Geneva. 

[The  following  anecdotes  are  faid  to  be  authentic ;  it  is,  however, 
evident,  that  the  colleAor  of  them  is  not  ah  ehthufiattic  adroi*. 
rer  of  the  celebrated  writer,  whom  he  profefles  to  cbafatfterize.^

\Uthors  are,  in  general,  the  reverie  of  all  other  objecfls;  they, 
magnify  by  diftance;  they  diininUh  by  approach  :  It  remmdi 
me  of  a  city  built  on  a  hill,  and  in  perfpc^ivej  where  the  lowers^ 
the  fpires,  and  lofty  parts,  are  feen  with  admiratioh  ;  but,  on  a 
nearer  approach,  we  difcover  narrow  ftreets,  little  alleys,  and 
oflVnfive  obJe<fts  perhaps;  till  we*  tfc  at  la(l  taught*' to  wiAi  we 
never  had  quitted  our  firft  didance  ;  and  wilB,  though  iil‘  vain,  to* 
be  thus  happily  deceived,  as  before. 

As  this  great  author  h^  ever  in  his  ^e  the  realizing  a  proper 
fortune  to  retire  upon,  he  has,  fomehow  or  other,  aceompKflied 
it  ;  for,  at  prefent,  he  pofleflcs  a  vaft  tradl  of  land,  in  that  part  of 
Burgundy  properly  called  the  Pais  de  Gex  ;  which  ftreiches  a1- 
inoft  to  that  gate  of  Geneva  which  opens  into  France,  and  that 
part  of  Switzerland  bounding,  on  the  liiuth-weft  fide  of  the  lake. 

It  is  plain,  by  anecdotes  delivered  to  us  from  Berlin,  that,  du<- 
ring  his  long  refidence  there,  and  enjoying  thofe  fubfiantial  cmo-^ 
lumcnts,  which  that  monarch  denies  even  to  his  deliverers,  the 
military  gentlemen,  Voltaire  at  lafi  fo  enraged  the  king,  by  pfr-^ 
petual  accounts  of  his  mean  behaviour,  that,  one  thing  bringing 
on  another,  and,  joined  to  a  ouarrcl  with  the  great  Maoperiuis,, 
then  at  the  head  of  the  academy  of  fciences  in  Berlin,  Voltaire, 
was  difmified  with  a  genteel  kind  of  difj^ce  ;  being  ordered  to 
leave  the  golden  key  he  wore,  and  to  depart  in  twenty-four  hours^ 
VoL.  VI.  K  *  *  *  It 
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It  appeared,  that  out  of  the  ample  allowance  of  the  king 
l^rudia,  he  had  remitted  every  dollar  home  ;  though  his  majeily 
gave  him  a  more  ample  penfion  than  ufual,  to  jullily  his  aifec- 
tionaie  choice  of  his  bofom  friend,  by  fuppofing  he  would  diffiife 
it  among  his  liibjecls,  and  thereby  gain,  if  not  a  fettled,  yet  a  tran- 
liiory  kind  of  popularity. 

'J'he  king  lived  to  find  the  fallacy  of  his  judgment  in  this  par¬ 
ticular  at  lead  ;  and  it  is  well  known,  that  this  great  little  man, 
when  the  court  went  into  deep  mourning  on  fome  near  occaflon, 
borrowed  of  fome  friend  a  fuit  that  fitted  him,  rather  than  be  at 
the  expellee  of  making  a  new  one. 

That  he  was  vexed  to  be  found  out  (and  his  good  friend  Mau- 
pertuis  took  efpecial  care  to  infiarae  the  bill),  appears  by  the  fc- 
vere  couplet  or  two,  left  on  his  table,  together  with  the  king’s 
picture,  and  clef  eVor  ;  the  purport  of  which  was  ; 

‘‘  I  received  it  with  affetftion, 

‘‘  I  return  it  with  difdain  ;  ^  , 

As  does  a  once  fond  lover  to  his  favourite, 

“  When  his  affec^tion  is  turn’d  to  hate.” 


'  This  is  the  purport,  if  not  the  exact  tranflation.  The  king,  as* 
I  heard,  treated  it  with  that  proper  contempt,  which  Richard 
docs  the  biller  put  into  his  hands  the  evening  before  the  battle  ; 
which,  as  Sternhold  and  Hopkins  have  it  on  another  occaflon,  may 
be  either  faid  or  fung. 

\'oIiaire  was  afterwards  equally  w^ll  received  at  the  court  of 
M  anheim  ;  and  it  W’as  during  his  flay  here,  that  he  wrote  his  tra¬ 
gedy  of  Olympia  ;  and,  with  his  ufual  accuracy,  lays  the  feene  in 
the  temple  of  Ephefus,  two  hundred  years,  at  leall,  after  that  fa¬ 
mous  llnicture  was  dcllro^ed. 

And  this  reminds  me  of  a  flrange  anfwer  he  gave  to  old  general 
Furllenberg,  at  the  fame  court  ;  who,  giving  him  an  hint,  and 
with  great  deference  to  fo  great  an  author,  that  a  certain  battle, 
ui  his  Hillory  of  the  "War,  was  marked  down  as  in  the  month  of 
April,  when  really  it  hapj)ened  in  Oeftober ;  made  anfw-er,  “Well, 
fool  !  it  was  lought  then  ;  no  luaitcr  when.”  What  dependence 
on  fuch  a  volatile  hillorijii  ? 

'The  fame  general  was  in  England,  as  engineer-general  to  the 
Hcllians  ;  was  governor  to  the  prefent  landgrave  during  his  mi¬ 
nority  ;  had  great  rank  at  the  elector  Palatine’s,  as  commandant 
of  iManhcim  ;  and  yet  could  not  efcape  the  pointed  ribaldry  of 
our  great  author. 

One  fmall  clrcumflance  at  the  court  of  Berlin  feems  ncceflary, 
’ere  I  drop  the  curtain  there,  that,  as  it  came  out  afterwards,  hi* 
ina jelly  certainly  availed  himfelf  (and,  perhaps,  it  w’as  his  original 
\iew  ill  the  faid  invitation)  of  his  llay  there,  to  form  certain  odes, 
fuicc  made  public,  under  the  title  of  PbiLoloDhc'rans  SoucU  •  aiicl 
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which,  if  not  Voltaire\  were  corrciflcd  by  him  ;  on  the  quarrel 
the  fecret  appeared,  and  Voltaire  was  rude  enough  to  fay,  **  I 
was  his  old  waflier- woman,  and  was  fent  for  only  to  clean  his  dir.- 
ty  (hcets/^ 

Having  been  lb  long  accuflomed  to  dethrone  kings,  and  over¬ 
throw  empires  on  paper,  he  thinks  himfelf  jullified  in  realizing 
thefe  his  chimeras;  and  this  has  been  but  a  too  general  complaint 
at  all  courts,  that  the  minidry  could  not  quietly  go  on  in  their 
work  for  him. 

When  he  left  the  court  Palatine,  he  retired  to  his  new  pur- 
chafe^iear  Geneva.  Various  were  the  realbns  given  for  his  (itua- 
liou  ;  namely,  that  he  could  dodge  his  perlecutors  from  one  coun¬ 
try  to  another  ;  being,  in  an  hour,  cither  in  Geneva,  Switzerland, 
or  Savoy,  But  where  fuch  property  is,  the  (lake  is  too  great— 
lor  his  perfon  he  would  lefs  value  than  an  inch  of  his  acquilitions. 

No  author  but  himfelf  ever,  perhaps,  knew  how  to  outwit  book- 
fellers  ;  even  thofe  of  Holland  have  felt  his  fuperiority  of  traffic  ; 
nay,  while  he  has  fold  a  copy  at  Paris,  he  would  re-fell  the  fame 
to  others  at  Leipde,  the  Hague,  Bruiiels,  Leigc,  Franefort,  elfe- 
wheie  ;  with  the  addition  only  of  a  new  title-page,  or  different 
introduction. 

He  has  a  rented  houfe  on  the  territory  of  Geneva,  which  he 
feldom  vifits  ;  and  the  real  caufe  of  diflike  was,  being  prevented 
exhibiting  a  play  there  to  the  marfhal  duke  de  Richlieu  ;  for,  at 
the  indant  (which  made  the  (light  more  confpicuous)  they  were 
going  to  lift  the  curtain,  a  caveat  in  form  came  from  the  dates, 
and  was  too  powcrfnlly  attended  to  be  gainfaid. 

At  Fernex,  his  place  of  refidence,  he  found  a  large  old  French 
chateau,  which  he  razed  to  the  ground  ;  and,  in  its  dead,  has  e- 
rec^ied  a  very  noble  (eat- like  houfe;  but,  preferving  fome  auk- 
ward  gateways  and  turrets,  the  beauty  of  the  building  .is  much 
deformed  on  that  front  which  faces  the  great  road  to  Gex ;  and 
the  back  front  is  only  vifible  to  thofe  walking  there.  '  , 

Notwithdanding  his  long  day  in  England,  and  his  pretended 
attention  to,  and  affeedation  of  our  tade  in  planting,  building,  and 
gardening,  every  part  of  his  demefae  is  equally  Frenchified  as  any 
citizen’s  plat  of  ground  in  the  environs  of  Paris.  All  his  woods 
are  cut  into  walks,  dar-fafhion  ;  and  all  the  variety  confids  in  its 
being  a  dar  of  greater  or  Icffer  magnitude,  with  more  or  fewer 
rays. 

Being  the  fird  poflelfions  he  ever  enjoyed,  he  takes  all  methods 
at  table  to  inform  his  gueds,  that  every  di(h  comes  off  the  terri- 
toire  ;  and,  as  a  gallows  is  the  mark  of  a  leigneurie  or  manor  ia 
France,  he  is  not  wanting  to  inform  yon,  that  he  has  as  many  po- 
tences  as  would  dring  half  the  monarchs  in  Europe  ;  and  who^  as 
he  often  fays,  deferve  no  other  or  better  exaltation. 

He  feems  fond  (politically  (b,  perhaps  ;  becaule  the  Engliffi  at 
Geneva  are  his  bed  friends  in  all  kind  of  fubferiptioos,  witiiels  his 
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edition  of  Corneille)  to  recount  the  heuours  he  received,  aiid  coo.  H 
nrciions  he  made  in  England  ;  and  relates,  that  one  eveniug  jiAl  I 
the  geniufes  were  afleinbled,  in  compliment  to  him,  at  the  earl  I 
of  Pc rei borough’s  on  Parfon’s-green.  As  he  had  read  and  adiaa*  I 
red  Addifon’s  works  more  than  any  other,  he  was  happy,  to  pUut  I 
hi'nfclf  near  fo  great  n  man,  hiinfelf  being  then  a  ftrippling.  I 
It  fo  happened  our  Englifh  author  was  in  one  of  his  fits  of  tu  I 
cUuruity,  but  had  drank  too  much,  even  fo  as  to  be  obliged  to  di(.  I 
charge  foine  fliare  of  what  he  had  loaded  his  ftoniaih  with;  when  ■ 
the  evening  ended,  and  the  company  feparating,  Voltaire  waited  I 
on  iMr  Addifon  to  the  coach,  confelfed  his  obligation  at  having  ■ 
had  the  honour  to  fit  fo  near  him  all  the  tin^  ;  hut  added,  I 
"I'hat  he  was  forry  to  fay,  the  bell  thing  which  came  out  of  his  I 
mouth  that  ni^ht  was  the  claret.”  I 

It  was  at  tlie  fame  lime  he  tlaiins  the  merit  of  furniniing  IVlr  I 
I^ope  wiih  the  metaphor  of  his  ape  iu  the  firfl  Efiay  on  Man  ;  I 
and  even  favs,  that  many  other  of  the  bell  philofophical  maxims  I 
were  his  own  ;  pariicnlarly,  all  iliat  porU'in  of  the  third  ciTay,  I 
whUh  gives  the  hillory  of  natural  government,  •  I 

However,  his  pen  now  may  be  uuccjiial  to  traces  of  length  orl^  I 
lidiiv,  his  vein  for  the  hon-n:ot  and  qnick  repartee  remains,  and  I 
mod  likely  will  to  the  lall  ;  one  proof  of  this  will  ferve  for  che  t  I 
prelent.  ,  f  I 

At  the  rehearfil  of  one  of  his  own  tragedies,  Mr  Cramer,  book* 
feller  at  Geneva  (and  Voltaire’s  own  immediate  publiflier)  was  fi- 
niiliing  his  part,  which  was  to  end  with  fome  dying  fentences; 
when  Voltaiic,  all  dcfpolic  over  ihofe  he  thinks  his  dependants;,  * 
tiies  out  aloud,  “  Cramer,  you  lived  like  a  prince  for  the  four 
preceding  ads,  but  at  the  fifth  you  die  like  a  bookfeller.’’  Dr 
Tronchin,  the  Boerhaaye  of  this  age,  being  prefeat,  could  not 
hel^),  in  kiudnefs,  interfering  ;  adding  withal,  Why,  Monf,  de 
Voltiirr,  ran  you  ever  expert  to  have  gentlemen  to  be  at  this  CJi> 
pence  of  drcircs,  and  fatigue  of  getting  fuch  long  parts,  if  you  thus 
continue  to  upbraid  them  ?  .On  the  contrary,  I  think  they  all  de* 
ferve  the  greatelt  encouragement  at  your  hands  ;  and,  as  to  mj 
friend  Cramer,  I  declare,  that,  fo  far  as  I  am  a  judge,  he  dies  • 
with  the  fame  dignity  he  lived.”  Voltaire,  who  detefls  advice^, 
or  being  iniormrd  by  an  inferior,  (for  an  author  is,  in  his  eye,  be* 
yond  even  an  /I'dl ulapius,  were  he  living)  made  this  cool  anfwer; 

Pr’vihce,  doctor,  when  you  have  got  kings  to  kill,  kill  them 
your  own  way  ;  let  me  kill  mine  as  1  pleafe.” 

iVlr  V  oUaire's  theatre  is  in  one  of  his  out  houCes,  is  peatly  fitted  -- 
up,  and  may  contain  two  hundred  perfbris  ;  two  changes  of  (cenes 
aofwcr  all  the  ends  of  French  tragedy  or  comedy  ;  chough  they 
begin  .to  follow  the  kiigUfh  cuflom  of  late,  and  think  unity. .of.  • 
lime  and  place  not  efleniial  in  the  leait  to  good  plays, 

Indeed,  if  my  fancy  ftreiches  fo  far,  as  one  night  to  imaginf  a  « 
a  parcel  ol  deal  planks  to  be  Athens,  the  nej^t  evening  Paris,  avd  lo^ 
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the  day  after  old ’Rome,  I  may,  by  the  fame  change  of  ideaa, 
change  the  fcenes  too  ,  and  equally  imagine  the  bufinefs  of  three 
days  to  be  comprifcd  in  three  hours,  as  that  incidents  of  time  and 
chance  flioiild  fall  into  the  compafs  of  three  hours,  which  iwis 
in»po(Ilhle  Hiould  have  occurred  in  as' many  days.  ^ 

Hut,  as  French  tragedy  all  centers  in  palace-plot,  aiid  cabinet- 
confpirary  ;  and  as  all  iheir  fpecies  of  comedy  falls  into  the  patli 
p.irlonr  intrigue,  their  ftage  may  ftill  fupport  this  folly  half 
fcnturv  longer.  The  Engliih  being  by  their  nature  Ubiquarians, 
and  feldoni  in  one  place  long,  mod  have  painted  canvaA  as  quick 
as  their  ideas,  or  they  fhould  fall  afleep. 

1'o  return  to  our  little  theatre  at  Femex ;  the  attendants  are 
made  up  of  the  butler,  coachman,  groom,  &c.  I  have  caught  the 
laugliing  dairy-maid  in  the  habit  of  a  prieftefs  ;  and  the  old  cook 
was  found  in  the  fatd  of  being  for  that  night  a  young  vedal. 

Hut  what  abates  the  whole  pleafure,  is,  the  frequent  and  on- 
trageous  interruptions  of  Mr  Voltaire,  who,  when  any  paflage  goes 
nuig,  never  fails  to  proclaim  it  ;  and  will  crofs  the  dage  in  his 
night-cap  and  gown,  to  fcold  at  an  emprels,  or  pull  the  cap  of  a 
queen.  .  .  .  '  r 

Great  wits,  fays  a  great  author,  are  furcly  allied  to  madneft; 
one  would  imagine  this,  who  faw  our  epic  writer  on  fuch  a  night. 
I  remember  his  coachman,  not  entering  time  enough  to  lay  him 
down  gently  in  the  hour  of  death,  in  the  ebaratder  of  acTurkifh 
Have,  he  changed  his  tragedy  part  into  comic  rea/bning  5  and 
whiiuiically  aiked  him  for  a  receipt  in  full  of  all  demands  ;  for 
I  am  fure,’’  faid  Voltaire,  I  mud  be  in  your  debt,  or. you  would 
not  have  ufed  me  fo  as  to  let  me  die  thus  like  a  beggar. V  . 

After  the  mod  ferious  conclufion  6f  a  tragedy,  or  refined  finifts- 
ing  of  a  comedy,  this  great  man  renders  himfelf  truly  little,  by 
fome  jed  to  the  audience,  lower,  If  podible,  than  a  merry-andrmv^t 
at  Hartholomew  fair.  •  ,  ♦  •  f 

And  fo  little  does  he  think  mufic  a  part  of  the  entertaiamenc^ 
that,  when  Mr  Hayes,  now  mader  of  the  king’s  band  in  Dabihr, 
made  up  a  pleafing  fet  in  his  orchedra,  he  always  fhortened  their 
ingenuity  by  the  warning  hell ;  or  would  he  laughing  in  the  pk; 
or  boxes  with  ladies  fo  very  loud,  as  to  drown  all  edortt  of  harmonyi. 

This  is  rather  the  more  furprifing,  as  he  pays  great  attention 
to  his  niece,  madame  Dennis  ;  who  plays  the  harpfichord  equal, 
if  not  fuperior,  to  any  profefTor  of  the  fcience. 

And,  fince  I  have  mentioned  one  lady  of  his  houfehoU,  l  am 
called  upon  to  inform  the  reader,  that  the  defeendant  of  the  griHt 
Corneille  was,  at  the  eve  of  her  dipend,  as  a  penfiouer  in  fbme 
convent  in  France,  when  he,  with  no  fmall  labour,  found  her 
out ;  and  having  married  her  to  a  French  officer,  one  Depuy, 
^  oltaire  feeiningly  puhl idled  Corneille’s  works  by  fiibferiptioni  to 
make  her  a  fortune  equal  to  her  hufband  ;  but,  from  many  other 
concurrent  circumdances  in  his  life,  of  avarice  and  penury,  I  do 
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rrally  believe  Voltaire  Hiared  the  profits/ which,  I  hear,  amoatilieti 
to  near  5000 1.  Sterling,  [To  be  continued,"]  ‘  ^  n  . 

The  Comparative  Merit  of  the  Poets,  ^ 

‘  .  - 
w 

MOnfieiir  de  Piles  is  one  of  the  nioft  judicious  writers  on  the 
art  of  painting.  He  has  added  to  his  treatife  on  thaPfub- 
ject  a  very  curious  paper,  which  he  calls,  The  Balance  of  the 
i^ainters.  He  divides  the  whole  art  of  painting  under  four  heads; 
ronipoliiion,  delign,  colouring,  and  exprellion;  in  each  of  which 
he  alilgns  a  degree  of  perfection  which  the  leveral  niaflefs  have 
attained,  ^'o  this  end  he  lirlt  fettles  the  degree  of  fovereigii  per. 
fecrion,  which  has  never  been  attained,  and  which  is  beyond  even 
the  lade  and  knowledge  of  the  hell  critics  at  prefent;  this  he 
rales  at  the  twentieth  degree.  'I'he  nineteenth  is  the  higheft 
of  which  the  human  mind  has  any  coin])rehen(ion  ;  but  which 
has  not  yet  been  exprelfed,  or  executed  by  the  greatelt  mailers. 
The  eighteenth  is  that  to  which  the  oreatell  mailers  have  attain¬ 
ed,  and  fo  downwards,  according  to  their  comparative  genius  ami 
ikiil.  M.  de  Piles  makes  four  columns  of  his  four  chief  articles 
or  parts  of  painting ;  and  oppofite  to  the  names  of  the  grea tell 
mailers,  writes  their  feveral  degrees  of  perfection  in  each  article* 
The  thought  is  very  ingenious;  and  had  it  been  executed  with 
accuracy,  and  a  jull  rigour  of  talle,  would  have  been  of  the  great- 
ell  life  to  the  lovers  of  that  noble  art.  But  vi^e  can  hardly  exped 
that  any  man  can  be  exa<5tly  right  in  his  judgment,  through  fuch 
a  muliiplicity  of  the  tnoll  delicate  ideas.  • 

I  have  often  wiOied  to  fee  a  balance' of  this  kind,  that  might 
help  to  leitle  our  comparative  clleem  of  the  greater  poets  in  the 
leveral  polite  languages  *.  But  as  I  have  never  fecn  or  heard  of 
fuch  a  delign,  I  have  attempted  it  myfelf,  according  to  the  bell 
information  which  mv  own  talte  could  alford  me.  1  lhall  be^CX* 
iremely  glad  if  any  of  your  ingenious  cbrrefpondents  will  corrctfl 
me  where  I  am  wrong;  and,  in  the  mean  time,  Hiall  explain  the 
the  general  balls  of  my  fcheme,  where  it  differs  from  that  of  the 
French  author:  for  he  has  not  taken  in  a  fulficient  number  of  ar¬ 
ticles  to  form  a  complete  judgment  of  the  art  of  painting ;  and 
though  he  had,  yet  poetry  requires  many  more,  J  fliall  retain 
his  nninhers,  and  fappofe  tweiuy  to  be  the  degree  of  ablblutepei^ 
leclion,  and  eighteen  the  highell  that  any  poet  has  attained-**^ 
His  firil  article  is  compoliiion  ;  in  which  his  balance'  is'  quite 
equivocal  and  uncertain.  For  there  are  in  painting  two  forts  of 
comiKiliiion  quite  dilferent  from  each  other.  One  relates  only  to 
the  eye  ;  the  other  to  the  pallions  :  lb  that  the  former  may  not 
l\e  improperly  Itiled  piJfurcf^ue  compolition  ;  and  is  concerns 
only  with  ibcli  a  dirpufition  of  the  figures,  as  may  rcndcr‘tb^ 

whole 
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whole  ftroii})  of  the  picture  entire,  and  well  united  :  the  latter 
is  tonteriu  d  with  fuch  altitudes  and  connexions  of  the  figures, 
as  may  eri'cctually  touch  the  pailions  of  the  fpeXator.  There, 
arc  in  ])oeiry  two  analogous  kinds  of  compofition  or  ordonnance, 
one  of  which  belongs  to  the  general  plan  or  ftruXure  of  the  work, 
and  is  an  object  of  the  cool  judgment  of  a  connoifleur;  the  other 
relates  to  the  moll  llrikiiig  fituations,  and  the  molt  moving  Inci- 
tlcius.  And  though  thefc  arc  molt  llriXly  conneXed  in  truth, 
and  in  the  prlndples  of  art,  yet  in  faX  we  fee  them  very  fre- 
ijiunily  disjoined;  and  they  depend,  indeed,  on  dilTerent  powers 
of  the  mind.  Sir  Kichard  Blackmore,  a  name  for  contempt  or 
(►blivlon  in  the  commonwealth  of  poetry,  had  more  of  the  former 
than  Sliakefpeare,  who  had  more  of  the  latter  than  any  man  that 
ever  li\cd.  The  former  we  lhall  call  critical  ordojinance^  the 
latter  pathetic:  and  thele  form  the  two  firlt  columns  of  my  ba- 
laiue. 

It  may,  perhaps,  be  neceflary  to  obferve  here,  that  though,  li* 
terally  Ipeaking,  thefe  two  articles  relate  only  to  Epic  and  Dra¬ 
matic  poetry  ;  yet  we  lhall  apply  them, to  every  other  fpccies:  as 
in  lyric  poetry,  fatiies,  comedy,  or  ethic  epiftles  ;  one  author  may 
excel  another  in  the  general  plan  and  difpofition  of  bis  work, 
and  yet  fail  Ihort  of  .him  in  the  arguments,  allufions,  and  other 
eircuindances,  which  he  employs  to  move  his  reader,  and  to  ob¬ 
tain  the  end  of  his  particular  compofition. 

'fhe  fueceeding  article  correfponds  with  that  which  M.  de 
Piles  terms  exprejjioti ;  but  this  likewife  in  poetry  requires  two 
(oluinns.  Painting  reprefents  only  a  fingle  inltant  of  time;  con- 
fequenily  it  cxprelTes  only  a  prefent  pallion,  vvithoni  giving  any 
idea  of  the  general  ebaraXer  or  turn  of  mind  :  But  poetry 
jireiles  this  part  as  well  as  the  other;  and  the  fame  .poet  is  not 
equally  excellent  in  both.  Homer  far  furpafies  Virgil  in  the  ge¬ 
neral  dcrnieaiion  of  charaXers  and  manners;  but  there  are  in  Vir¬ 
gil  fome  exprefiions  of  particular  pafiions,  greatly  fuperior  to  any 
in  Homer.  I  lhall,  therefore,  divide  this  head  of  expreifion,  and 
call  tlie  former  part  dramatic  exprejfioUy  and  the  latter  incidentaL 

Our  next  column  anfwers  to  what  painters  call  defign^  or  the 
purity,  beauty,  and  grandeur  of  the  contour  or  outline  in  drawing  ; 
to  which  the  taftc  of  beauty  in  defeription,*  and  the  truth  of  cx- 
preffion,  are  analogous  in  poetry.  But  as  the  term  dejign,  except 
among  painters,  is  generally  fuppofed  to  mean  the  general  plan 
and  contrivance  of  a  work,  I  /hall  therefore  omit  it  to  prevent 
mifiakes,  and  fubfiitute  for  it  the  truth  of  tajle^  and  thereby  dif- 
tinguilh  the  fifth  column.  This  article  would,  indeed,  alfb  admit 
of  feveral  fub-divifions;  for  (bine  poets  excel  in  the  grandeur  of 
their  taftc,  others  for  its  beauty,  and  others  for  a  kind  of  ncat- 
nels.  But  they  may  all  be  ranged  under  the  fanic  head;  as 
Michael  Angelo,  Haphael,  and  Pouffin,  are  all  charaXerifed  from 
iheir  defign.  The  truth  of  taftc  will,  caUris  patlhus,  belong  to 

the 
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ilcal  colouring  to  be  fuch  a  general  c  hoice  of  words,  fiic  h  an  order 
of  gra»ninaiical  conftriidion,  and  fucVi  a  niovcnient  and  turn  of 
the  verfe,  as  are  moll  favourable  to  the  poet^s  intention,  diftin^t 
from  the  ideas  which  thefe  words  cemvey.  For  whoever  has  re. 
tlecHed  much  on  the  pleafiire  which  poetry  communicates,  will- 
recoiled  many  words  which,  taken  lingly,  excite  very  hmilar  ideas; 
but  which  hive  very  dilfcrenl  effects,  according  to  their  fitiiation 
and  connedion  in  a  period.*  It  is  impolfible  to  read  Virgil,  and 
flill  more  efpceially  Milton,  without  making  this  obfervation  a 
thoufand  times.  The  lixth*  column  of ‘the  balance  fiiall,  there* 
fore,  he  named  from  this,  poetical  colouring* 

As  for  verfilication,  its  great  ell  merit  is  already  provided  for  by 
the  lad  article ;  but  as  it  would  feeni  flrange  to  many,  fbould  we 
omit  it,  the  feventh  column  fliall,  therefore,  be  allotted  for  it,  as 
far  as  it  relates  to  the  mere  harmony  of  founds. 

'The  eighth  article  belongs  to  the  moral  of  the  feveral  poets,  or 
to  the  tnith  and  merit  of  the  fentiments  which  they  exprefs,  or 
the  difpofitions  which  they  imulcate,  with  refpect  to  religiod, 
civil  fociety,  or  priviie  life.  The  reader  iniifl  not  be  futprifed, 
if  he  Hud  the  heathen  ;x)cts  not  fo  much  degraded  as  he  tntght 
exjjeot  in  this  partienlar  •  for  though  their  rcprefeniaiiona  of  d1* 
vine  providence  be  fo  ahfurd  and  fhcH:king,  ye  t  this  article  b  itt* 
tended  to  characlerife  the  comparative  goodiiefs  of  their  moral 
intentions,  and  not  tlie  coinpaiative  orthodoxy  of  their  fpeciflativc 
opinions.  Where  lutle  ix  given,  little  is  required, 

'The  ninth  and  lad  cohinin  contains  an  ellimat^  of  their  com* 
parative  value  and  emiuence  iijxm  the  whole.  This  is  greatly 
wanting  in  the  French  author.  The  degrees  of  perfection  which 
he  alliens  to  Rubens  make  up  a  fum,  when  the  four  articles* afC 
added  to  each  other,  cxaclly  ei]iial  to  what  he  calculates  fot  Ra* 
]»hac  l  ;  fo  that  one  not  greatly  verfed  in  the  ftudy  of  prfl<irWi 
might  imagine  from  thence  that  Rubens  was  as  great  a  painter  ^ 
llaphael.  This  general  ediinate  is  alfb  more  neceffary  hi  ihepTti- 
leni  feheme,  as  fome  of  the  articles,  particularly  that  of  ordoli- 
nance,  are  ap])lied  equally  to  evTry  fpecies  of  poetry;  fo  that  t 
latvrid  wdil  l>e  rated  as  high  in  that  column  as  an  epic  poc^,  pt^ 
wded  his  grdonnance  be  as  perfecl  for  the  fatirc  as  that  ^  tbe 

other 
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other  is  for  heroic  poetry.  Upon  this  account,  juA ice  to  the  names 
of  the  more  celebrated  poets,  requires  that  we  ihould  acknowledge 
their  pre-eminence  upon  the  whole,  after  having  thus  fet  their 
inferiors  upon  a  level  with  them  in  particular  parts. 

Yon  fee  this  method  is  applied  to  a  few  of  the  moft  exalted 
iMincs  of  poetry  in  the  polite  languages.  I  have  avoided  intro- 
(Inc  ing  any  living  authors,  that  neither  their  vanity  might  be 
luirt,  or  their  emulation  damped,  by  being  ranked  with  thofe  they 
might  judge  their  inferiors.  .  .  .

Tor  my  own  part,  I  am  now  retiirneii  lo  Lonilon,^and  I  flatter 
mvtllf,  that,  after  heing  a«ilated  as  much  as  anybody^  I  have 
reco-ered  mv  trancjuillity,  and  am  in  condition  to  give  you  a  few 
remarks  on  this  celebrated  jubilee  of  genius,  which,  I  am  perfuad- 
ed,  NNill  cng.ige  the  attention,  not  only  of  all  ranks  in  this  ifland, 
hilt  of  the  learned  and  ingenious  in  every  part  of  Europe.  For, 
What  was  the  ^>tr.itford  jubilee  ?  not  a  piece  of  farce  and  rhodo- 
mont.idc,  as  many  of  the  envious  foes  of  our  Rofeius  attempted  to 
make  us  believe,  but  an  elegant  and  truly  clafllcal  celebration  of 
the  memory  of  Shakefpeare,  that  illiiflrious  pect,  whom  all  ages 
will  admire,  as  the  world  has  hitherto  done.  Jt  was  truly  an  aii- 
tiipie  idea^  a  Grecian  thought,  to  iwilitute  a  Iplendid  feftival  in 
honour  c»t  a  hard.  JVIy  bofom  glowed  with  joy,  when  I  beheld:  a 
nviinerous  and  brilliant  company  of  nobility  and  gentry,  the  rich, 
the  brave,  the  witty,  and  the  f»ir,  alfeinbled  to  pay  their  tribute 
<»r  praift*  to  Siiakefpeare  ;  noi*  could  I  help,  thinking,  that  they, 
:i!  ilu'  lame  time,  paid  .1  very  jufl  compliment  to  Air  Garrick,  the 
lleward  (»f  the  juhilcc,  who  has  done  fj  much  to  make  our  nation 
.anpninicd  with  the  ineflimable  riches  of  their  own  flage,  in  pof- 
i'e!l':ng  fo  illuflrioius  a  dr.iniatic  author,  with  fuch  amazing  variety, 
;i.ul  vvoinlei  fid  excellence,  as  Shakefpeare.  Canick  may  be  called 
the  toloiirill  of  Sltakefpcare’s  Ibul. — He

I.et  r(»iiceited  and  dil'appointed  authors  and  plavers,  vent  thcir 
fpleen  agaiull  him,  l:c  may  allure  hiiniclf,  that  his  lame  will'Jafl 
lor  ever. 

The  morning  c'f  the  fiift  day  was  ufliercd  in  wiih  a  plcaflng  fe- 
rrnade,  by  the  bell  inuliciaiis  from  London  in  dilguife.  The  jubi¬ 
lee  begin  with  an  oratorio  in  the  great  church  at  Stratford  ;  the 
fiii'jt'Ot  the  llory  ot  (udith  ;  the  words  by  Air  BickerftafF ;  the 
r.miic  by  Dr  Arne.  It  was  a  grand  and  admirable  performance, 
yhii  1  coiilil  have  w  idled,  that  prayers  had  been  read,  and  a  ihorC 
■ermon  preached.  Jt  would  have  confecrated  our  jubilee,  to  begin 
■t  with  devotion,  with  gratefully  adoring  the  fupreme  Father  of 
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all  fpirits,  from  whom  com^tli  every  good  and  perfect  gift.  The 
procellion,  with  miific,  from  the  cluirch  to  the  amphitheatre,  led 
on  by  Mr  Garrick,  had  a  very  good  The  amphitheatre 

was  a  w'ooden  building,  crcc^ted  juft  on  the  bnnk  of  the  Avon,  in 
the  form  of  an  ot^^agon,  with  eight  pillars  fupporting  the  roof. 
It  was  elegantly  painted  and  gilded.  Between  the  pillars  were 
(riinfon  curtains,  very  well  imitated  as  hanging  over  each  recefs, 
111  this  amphitheatre  was  a  large  orcheftra,  placed  as  it  ufed  to 
be  formerly  at  Ranelagh.  Here  the  company  dined  exceedingly 
well  between  three  and  four.  Between  live  and  fix,  the  mufical 
performers  appeared,  and  entertained  us  with  feveral  of  the  fongs 
in  Shakefpeare’s  garland,  compofed  for  the  occafion.  Siueet  WiU 
ly  0,  lender  and  pathetic  T[he  Mulberry  tree^  of  which  the  cho¬ 
rus  is  very  fine.  IVarwickfbire^  a  ballad  of  great  merit  of  its  kind, 
lively,  fpiriicd,  full  of  witty  turns,  and  even  delicate  fancies.  Mr 
ljarrick\s  words,  and  Mr  Dibden’s  mufic,  went  charmingly  toge¬ 
ther,  and  W'e  all  joined  in  the  chorus. 

I  ilnll  not  follow  a  regular  method  of  narrating  the  proceedings 
exactly,  but  juft  mention  what  made  impreflion  upon  myfclf  \ 
that  is  the  belt  rule  for  every  man  to  follow,  if  he  wiflies  to  en¬ 
tertain. 

The  performance  of  the  dedication-ode  was  noble  and  affecting: 
it  was  like  an  exhibition  in  Athens  or  Rome.  The  whole  au¬ 
dience  were  fixed  in  the  nioft  earned  attention,  and  1  do  believe, 
that,  if  any  one  had  attempted  to  difturb  the  performance,  he 
would  have  been  in  danger  of  his  life.  Garrick,  in  the  fropt  of 
the  orcheftra,  filled  with  the  firft  niuficians  of  the  nation,  .with 
Dr  Arne  at  their  head,  and  infpired  with  an  awful  elevatioUiof 
foul,  wdiilc  he  looked,  from  time  to  time,  at  the  venerable  ftatue 
of  Shakefpeare,  appeared  more  than  himfelf.  While  he  repeat¬ 
ed  ihe  ode,  and  faw  the  various  paftions  and  feelings  which  it 
contains,  fully  transfufed  into  all  around  him,  he  (eemed  in  exta- 
fy,  and  gave  us  the  idea  of  a  mortal  transformed  into  a  deiny-god, 
as  we  read  in  the  Pagan  tnythologyi 

I  can  witnefs,  from  my  own  hearing,  what  did  great  honour  to 
lord  Grofvenor,  as  well  as  to  Mr  Garrick.  After  the  ode,  his 
lorcllliip  came  up  to  the  orcheftra,  and  told  Mr  Garrick,  that  he 
had  alfeifted  his  whole  frame,  (hewing  him  his  veins  and  nerves, 
mil  quivering  with  agitation.  What  truly  delighted  me,  was,  to 
obferve  the  warm  fincerity  of  Mr  Garrick’s  enthufiafm  for  his  im¬ 
mortal  bard  throughout  the  whole  foite  of  entertainments.  While 
the  fongs  were  finging,  he  was  all  life  and  fpirit,  joining  in  the 
chorus,  and  humouring  every  part  with  his  exprefiive  looks  and 
gellures.  When  he  fung.

T  T  IS  an  obu  rvatlon  in.nle  by  many  political  writers,  that  the  .* 
i  people  of  this  country  are  never  I'o  happy,  as  when  they  ima-  » 
jiine  theinfflvcs  on  the  brink  of  deilriiOtioti.  If  a  difpaflfionate.*iK 
foici^^ntr  \v;.s  i(»  look  over  our  prints  for  many  months  part, ‘hc^qu’ 
would  be  aUoniibed  to  Hud  us  in  a  c  apacity  of  exilling,  after  the  '  ti 
numheilefs  rrip;hiful  pi<^tures  he  mutl  penife  of  our  enormous  taxes, 
onr  cietliiiiiip,  trade,  and  our  party  aniinoiities ;  he  would  fcarcely  on: 
ripj)ole  that  the  man,  who  rtop|)cd  up  a  window  to  avoid  the.  ^'-:  ' 
]M  v  nu'ut  of  a  lliilling  to  government,  was  neverthelefs  very  ready 
to  produce  his  guinea  at  a  turtle-feaft  ;  it  w'ould  be  difficult  to 
I'Oivincc  him,  that  the  unhappy  fliopkceper,  who  was  adf ually  un*  b 
tlonc  by  I'fie  decay  of  commerce,  was,  in  the  midfl  of  all*  his  mis* 

:!:c  maflcr  of  a  fu per b  country -houfc ;  and  he  would  U 

wonder 
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wonder  to  fee  thofe  very  perfons  offering  forty  years  purchafej 
perhaj>s,  for  an  cftate,  who  were  ^avely  dedaiming^  that  pro- 
pcriy  was  utterly  infecure  in  this  miferable  kingdom. 

I  am  an  ancient  man,  have  made  the  little  fortune  I  poflefs  by 
trade,  and  have  lived  in  a  remote  comer  of  Devonfhirc,  ever  fincc 
1  difenjvaged  inyfelf  from  bufinefs.  My  principal  entertainment 
bas  long  been  the  public  prints;  yet  I  muft  confefs  the  melancholy 
loloLirs  in  which  they  have  for  fome  time  painted  the  fituation  of 
my  coiiiury,  has  given  me  infinitely  more  concern  than  fatisfac* 
lion.  Nay,  they  lately  alarmed  me  to  fuch  a  degree,  that,  trem¬ 
bling  for  niy  property  in  the  funds,  I  came  up  to  town  about  a 
week  ago,  to  fettle  with  my  banker,  and  to  take  every  (hilling' I 
was  worth  down  with  me  in  hard  money  to  my  own  habitation. 
7’o  this  ftep  I  was  additio'tially  induced  by  the  letters  of  my  old 
jKirtner,  with  whom  I  ftill  kept  up  a  correfpondence,  and  who 
iVctjiiently  informed  me,  that  poor  England  was  on  the  verge  of 
annihilation. 

On  iny  coining  up  to  town,  the  firft  thing  I  did  was  to  repair 
to  the  neighbourhood  of  the  ^Change,  the  fpot  where  I  once  fe-‘ 
lided,  and  where  my  indiillrious  friend  had  continued  from  the 
dilTolution  of  our  partnerfiiip.  But,  if  I  had  not  known  the  Ex¬ 
change  too  well  to  be  miftaken,  I  fhould  have  atflually  concluded 
that  the  coachman  had  carried  me  to  the  polite  part  of  thtf  town; 
every  thing  wore  an  appearance  not  only  of  elegance,' but  of  (i>lert- 
clor ;  there  was  hardly  a  dooi*  undecoraied  with  a  couple  of  gilded 
lamps;  and  my  friend's  houfe,  which,  on  m’y  retreat  to  the  coiin- ' 
try,  had  no  other  paffage  but  the  fliop,  was  now  metaniorphofed 
into  a  palace  ;  the  front  was  all  flone-'work,  the'hall  of  downright 
marble,  the  grand  (lair-cafe  confifted  of  mahogany,  and,  mercy 
upon  me!  there  was  a  (ingle  pi<5lure  over  the  chimney-piece, 
that  cofl:  feven  hundred  pounds. 

After  flaring  about  me  for  fonie  lime,  'with  no  very  well-bred 
portion  of  aftonilhment,  I  entered  into  a  converfation  with  my  old 
i)ariner,  on  the  lamentable  (late  of  public  afiairs,  oblbrving,  how¬ 
ever,  that  it  was  rather  (Irange,  in  fuch  times  of  general  diftrefs, 
to  find  fuch  an  appearance  of  general  magnificetice.  He  ailented 
to  the  juflice  of  my  remark,  yet  perfifted  to  alTert,  that  trade  was 
entirely  ruined;  that  the  prodigious  weight  of  taxes  rendered  it 
impolfible  for  Great  Britain  to  carry  on  her  commerce  half  a  ten- 
lury  longer;  and  that  he  was  determined  to  trouble  himfelf  no 
longer  with  a  bufinefs  in  which  he  feldom  cleared  above  four 
ihoufand  pounds  a-year:— On  this  account,"  continued  he,  I 
have  ordered  my  fon  Jack  from  Italy,  who  is  now  making  the 
tour  of  Europe;  he  may  throw  the  weight  upon  any  junior  part- 
imr,  who  is  able  to  come  handfomely  down,  and  pafs  an  occafion- 
al  feafon  with  me  at  Bath,  where  I  have  purchafed  a  houfe  in 
the  Circus  that  coft  me  nine  thoufand  pounds." 

If  my  furprife  at  firft  was  vifible  on  Ixearing  a  tradefman  comi 
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plain  of  diftrcfl'es,  while  he  was  living  with  all  the  parade  "of  i 
coronet,  you  may  naturally  imagine  iny  adoniflinient  was  no  way 
diininillied,  when  I  heard  him  fpeaking  of  four  thoufand  a-year 
as  an  object  wholly  below  his  coiilidcration.  1  rememl)er  the 
time,  when  he  and  I  looked  upon  a  quarter  of  the  money,  as  i 
very  capital  faving  between  us  in  the  courfe  of  a  twelve- mouth. 
Butitlicn,  indeed,  neither  of  us  attempted  to  keep  a  chariot/  nor 
treated  with  champaigne.  We  had  a  good  fubdantial  di/li  oq 
common  days,  and,  perhaps,  on  Sunday,  we  threw  in  a  goofc  or  a 
bit  of  dill,  ti)gciher  with  an  apole-pye,  that  wc  might  do  things  as 
liandfomely  as  our  i>cighl>ours.  Yet  ihcfe  were  happy  times,  and 
wc  never  once  exclaimed  at  the  decline  of  tra^le,  nor  thoughf  our 
country  tottering  on  the  brink  of  dcdriulion.  However,  iince  my 
fiicnd  has  been  enabled,  by  his  fiictefs  in  buiinefs,  to  rival  men  of 
rank  in  his  cxpenccs,  he  has  alfo  lx  eoine  delirous  of  ajteing  them 
in  indolence:  being  now  the  inadcr  of  a  plentiful  fortuue,.  he 
ck^fpifes  the  meins  hy  which  it  n\  as  acquired;  trade  is  no  longer 
worth  following,  becaufe  it  does  not  bring  in  the  revenues  of  a 
ilucal  edate,  and  pm  it  in  a  man’s  power  to  live  like  a  fovereign 
prince,  who  livjiild  thank  the  goodiiefs  of  providence  for  putting 
it  in  his  power  to  live  like  a  private  gentleman.  In  reality,  though 
there  never  was  a  periotl  in  which  calamity  vvas  fo  much  tal)ted 
of,  1  do  not  believe  there  ever  vvas  a  peiiod  in  which  it  was  fo 
little  experienced  by  the  people,  of  this  kingdom.  If.vve  are 
undone,  we  are  the  mod  fplendidly  rained  of  any  nation  in  the 
univerfe  ;  and  if  our  merchants  are  all  beggars,  there  are  not  fuch 
beggars  in  any  other  part  of  the  globe.  7  hough  we  are  prelTed 
lo  the  caith  by  .the  wciglu  of  taxation,  we  nevertbelcfs  find  a 
rniliciciicy  to  defray  the  charges  of  a  Ridoito  al  frefco,  a  Ball 
pare,  iw*  a  Sir'iitjoj  d  jjtibilee  the  more  extravagant  the  entertain- 
incni,  the  more  croiided  we  always  iind  the  company  ;  an  amufe* 
meal  is  reckoned  vulgar  in  projHM  tiqn  to  its  cheapnefs,  and  thofc 
only  ?rc  followed  vviihany  kind  ofavivlity,  al  which  the  charges 
of  a  linglc  evening  would  alibi  d  a  week’s  decent  providon  for  a 
piiddling  family.  «< 

Pnrfpciity  is  the  general  parent  of  iiifolence ;  and.  people  moft 
commonly  imagine  that  they  are  much  woife  off  than  they 
ought  to  be,  when  they  arc  actually  more,  fortunate  than  they 
have  any  title  to  expect ;  I  know  numbers  at  this  moment  with 
tlifl'at  ivficd  l.tces  on  intoinesof  two  thonfand  pounds  a-year^  who, 
at  their  Idling  out  into  life,  would  have  thought  themfelves  pof* 
(clled  oi  a  liulc  exico  in  a  tenth  part  of  the  imn  ;  but  incr^adfig 
in  proviigaliiy  as  ilicy  rofe  in  aliiuence,  they  found  no  end  to 
their  dldicircs;  they  never  recollected,  that  if  a  man  with' half* 
million  was  to  exc<  ed  the  limits  of  his  revenue,  he  mud  neceflari- 
ly  he  a  beggar  at  lull ;  on  the  contrary,  they  went  on  murmuring 
at  ihcir  lot,  without  xcllccting  on  their  extravagance,  and*  were 
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condaiuly  a:rrrrav.'iting  their  difliculties,  inftead  of  lenfibly  think- 

la.v  to  remove  tliein. 

Tbi^  is  univerfiUy  the  cafe  at  prefent  with  the  people  of  Eng- 
luid;  'VC  never  were  f)  rich,  but  wc  never  were  la  extravagant, 
'fhe  1  rnl  holder,  while  he  talks  of  ruin,  will  demand  double  '  the 
rent  of  bis  property,  and  receive  it;  the  trader,  while  he. talks  of 
ontlparkles  a  man  of  the  lirft  fafhion  at  Almack’s;  and  even 
liu*  journeyman  of  a  niilliner^s  fliop  will  joftie  a  lady  in  the  fide* 
bovs,  to  wlioin  he  has  poflibly  carried  a  pair  of  riiilles  in  llie 
morning.  Yet  we  are  undone  all  this  time.  Our  people  of  con¬ 
dition  have  not  quite  enough  to  gratify  the  vices  that  dettroy 
ibclr  peace.  Onr  merchants  arc  obliged  to  think  a  little  for  the 
means  of  fiipporting  that  imitation  which  renders  them  ton- 
tenipiiblc;  and  the  inferior  members  of  the.  community,  thoiigli 
(\|  1  j1  10  liie  ir  betters  in  profligacy^  are  ncverihelefs  unable  to  copy 
ilicin  in  oiU  iUation.  Such  are  my  fentiments  of  our  diflreHes, 
and  lucb,  1  dare  fay,  are  the  fentiments  of  thoulaiids  befldes,

In  her  way  through  the  country  of  Luneburg, 
as  Hie  was  on  the  extremity  of  a  wood,  flic  heard  the  cries  of  a 
perfon  who  fcenied  to  be  imploring  mercy.*  Startled  at  the  dif- 
liial  found,  flie  ordered  one  of  her  domeflics  to  inquire  into  the 
caufc  of  thofe  lamentations.  But  her  humanity  rendering  her 
too  impatient  to  wait  his  return,  flie  ordered  her  *  coachman  to 
di  i\e  to  the  place  from  w^hence  the  voice  iflued;  when  lol  to  her 
great  alloniflimcnt,  (he  beheld  a  decrepit  old  man,  with  his  hands 
tied,  begging  hard  for  mercy,  and  inireating  a  perfoa  that  was 
^  grave,  to  fpare  his  life.  Struck  with  this  moving 
ij)ect;Kle,  the  gentle  countefs  alked  the  grave-digger  what  he 
meant  by  uflng,  fuch  violence  to  the  hclplefs  old  ‘man.  The 
digger,  not  at  all  alarmed  at  the  fight  of  the  lady  and  her  re¬ 
tinue,  but  tiiinkiug  himfelf  engaged  in  an  aclkm  no*  way  criminal, 
and  even  agreeable  to  juflice  and  reafon,  told  the  countefs,  that 
the  old  mail  was  his  own  father,  but  now  paft  labour,  and  unable 
to  earn  his  bread;  he  therefore  was  going  to  commit  him  to  the 
earth,  from  whence  he  came,  as  a  burden  and  a  niiifancc.  The 
lady,  (hocked  at  a  fpccch  which  flic  thought  fo  unnatural,  reprov- 
ed  the  man  for  his  impiety,  and  reprelcntcd  to  him  how  contrary 
fuch  an  a(flion  was  to  the  divine  law,  by  which  are  forbid  to 
kill  any  man,  much  lefs  our  parent,  whom  we  are  bound 'to  refpeift 
and  honour.  The  man  looking  at  her  earncftly,  faid.  What  mufl 
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1  do,  good  lady?  1  have  a  houfe  full  of  children,  and  I  nmft  work 
hard  to  maintain  them  all,  and  fcarce  is  my  labour  fiifhcienc;  i^w  I 
I  cannot  take  the  bread  out  of  the  mouths  of  my  little  babe^  and 
fuffer  them  to  ftarve  to  give  it  to  this  old  man,  whofe  lifp  h  go 
longer  of  any  ufe,  cither  to  himfelf,  or  to  my  family.  The 
countefs,  fetching  a  deep  ftgh,  turned  about  to  her  attendants, 
“  Behold,  faid  (lie,  the  miferable  condition  of  thcfe  poor  peafants, 
how  lamentable  their  cafe,  how  hard  their  diftrefs,  to  be  obliged 
to  kill  thofe  who  gave  them  life,  to  prevent  their  offspring  from 
flarving !  Yet  the  opulent  and  the  great  are  infenfible  of  the 
mifery  of  thefe  poor  obje<fls,  and  inflead  oftelieving  their  neccfll- 
lies,  every  day  aggravate  their  didrcfs,  by  new  tyranhy  and  op. 
prelfion.'^  Saying  this,  the  generous  lady  drew  out  her  purfe, 
and  giving  the  man  a  confiderable  funi,  defired  him  to  (pare  bis 
aged  father’s  life.  The  man  returned  her  thanks,  and  proinifed 
to  provide  for  him  as  long  as  the  money  lafled.  The  lady  de¬ 
clared  he  (liould  have  a  further  fupply  when  neceffary,  and  order¬ 
ed  her  fervants  to  proceed  on  their  journey, 

Ohfervations  on  Cures  performed  hy  Burning,  Extraded  fmn 
the  Jds  of  the  Academy  o/Upfal,  in  Sweden, 

There  have  been  violent  pains  and  achs  of  the  head,  whofe 
cure  has  been  fudden  and  unforefeen.  A  lady,  thtrty-6ve 
years  old,  and  of  a  good  conditution,  had  continual  pains,  with 
exacerbations,  which  feized  her  once  regularly  in  eight  or  ten 
days,  and  lafled  ten  or  twelve  hours  with  lb  much  violence,  that 
fhe  was  foractimes  as  fenfelefs,  and  fometimes  as  mad,  .  Ttic  feat 
of  ilie  pain  was  principally  in  the  forehead,  and  in  the  eyes, 
which  then  became  very  red  and  fparkling.  The  great  fits  were 
accompanied  by  naufeas,  and  always  ended  by  vomiting  a  quantity 
oi  white,  flimy,  frothy,  and  infipid  matter,  and  a  green,  and  very 
bitter  water,  which  did  not  come  till  the  laft.  While  thcfe  fits 
continued,  flic  could  take  no  noiiriflnnent ;  when  they  ceafed,  fhe 
had  a  good  appetite,  and  no  wafle  of  flefli  was  vifible,  notwith* 
Handing  the  long  duration  of  fo  diftrcflVd  a  condition. 

Her  phyficians,  to  no  purpofe,  adminiilered  all  forts  of  remedies 
to  her  for  three  years  together.  Opium  alone  fufpended,  for  fonse 
hours,  the  ordinary  pains  of  her  head,  but  had  no  effc(5l  upon  the 
exacerbations. 

One  evening  perceiving  the  approach  of  a  fit,  and  going  to  bed,* 
flic  had  a  mind  firfl  to  examine  if  her  eyes  were  very  red.  She 
beheld  herfelf  in  a  little  pocket  looking* glafs,  and  the  fire  of  a 
wax-taper  which  flood  near  her,  catched  her  niglit*cap,  which  wis 
oi  thick  cloth.  At  firfl  flic  did  not  perceive  it,  and  fhe  chanced 
to  be  alone.  The  fire  burnt  all  her  forehead,  and  a  part  of  the 
<  rown  of  her  head,  before  flic  could  make  any  one  come  to  extin* 
gullh  it.  Her  phyficiaii,  who  was  fent  for,  had  her  let  blood,  i®* 
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niculatcl) ,  and  be  treated  the  burn  according  to  the  common  me- 
iliod,  ibe  pain  of  which  ceafed  in  a  few  hours.  But  the  great  fit 
that  vvas  expeded  did  not  come  ;  even  the  ordinary  head-ach  dif- 
appeared  ahiioft  that  moment  without  the  help  ojf  any  other  re- 
iTiedy  than  burning  ;  and  now,  thefe  four  years  fince  this  happy 
accident  fell  out,  the  lady  has  .enjoyed  perfedl  health. 

Another  good  efted  of  accidental  burning,  appears  from  the  fol- 
lowing  cafe  ;  A  woman,  who,  for  feveral  years  paft,  had  her  legs 
and  thighs  fwclled  iu  an  extraordinary  manner,  and  very  painful^ 

I  found  relief  in  nibbing  them  before  the  fire  with  brandy  every 
I  morning  and  evening.  One  evening  the  fire  chanced  to  catch  the 
I  l)iandy  Ihe  had  rubbed  herfelf  with,  and  flightly  burnt  her.  She 
I  applied  foinc  unguent  to  her  burn,  and,  in  the  night,  .all  the  wa* 
icr  her  legs  and  thighs  were  fwelled  with,  was  entirely  difcbar- 
ged  by  urine,  and  the  Iwclling  did  not  return.  It  is  a  pity  that 
(liauee  does  not  oftener  aeft  the  phylician. 

It  has  undoubtedly  taught  feveral  barbarous  people  this  fort  of 
remedy,  who  fuetersfully  pradife  it,  and,  perhaps,  the  more  vo- 
linuiirily  from  being  more  cruel,  as  it  gives  them  an  opportunity 
of  Ihewiug  their  courage.  M.  Homberg,  the  French  academiciani 
who  was  bom  in  the  iiland  off  Java, .  relates,  that  when  the  Ja* 
\ans  have  a  certain  cholic,  or  a  loofenefs  attended  with  ^ain, 
wiiic  h  is  genci  ally  mortal,  they  cure  themfelves  of  it,  by  bulging 
the  foies  of  their  feet  with  a  hot  iron 4  .  If  they. havejft  whitlow 
on  the  finger,  they  d*p  It  feveral  times  into  boiling  waterp/Aiv  in- 
llaiit  each  lime  and  M.  Homberg  hunfclf,  to.  follow,  ^  in  fotne 
meafnre,  the  cuiloms.of  his  country,  cured  himlelf  of  a  whitlow 
in  this  manner.  We  find,  in  the  relations  .of  travellers,  feveral 
other  diftempers,  which  the  favages  cure  by, burning  ;  and,  with¬ 
out  going  fo  far  purfelves,  on  feveral  occaiions,  we  apply:  this  re¬ 
medy  to  horfes,  hounds,  birds  of  prey,  8cc,  but,  it  is  true,  our  de¬ 
licacy  docs  not  permit  us  to  make  ufe  of  it  for  ourfolves,  and  it 
perhaps  makes  us  prefer  longer  pains  to  fhortcr.  It  has  not  lilte- 
wife  fuffered  our  long  ufe.  in  Europe  of  the  Chinefe  tnoxa  or  down, 
brought  alfo  by  the  Spaniards  from  America, and  which  cured  the 
gout,  when  burnt  on  the.afflidcd  part.  A  *'^fent  infiance  has 
a|)j)carecl  in  a  burgher  of  Hamburgh,  who,  by  this  remedy,  in 
fcveii  or  eight  days,  was  freed  from  his  fits  of  the  gout,  which  be¬ 
fore  lafied  two  or  three  months,  and,  at  the  fame  time,  it  made 
I  them  more  unfrequent.  . 

I  111  ihort,  it  may  be  fuppofed,  with  good  rcafon,  that  burning 
oiay  cure  three  dilFcrent  ways  ;  by  putting  the  noxious  humours 
iu  a  great  motion,  which  makes  them  turn  into  new  cbaoiiels  ;  or 
by  making  them  fluid  from  a  date  of  vifeidity,  which  comes  to 
I  the  fame  ;  or  by  deftroying  a  part  of  the  du^s  that  conveyed 
f  them  in  too  great  abundance.

AS  the  creatures  arc  made  as  well  for  the  contemplation  as  Ihe 
ufe  of  man,  and  in  them,  as  in  a  mirror,  iiinch  of  the  wifdom, 
and  goodnefs,  and  power  of  the  great  and  beneficent  Creator  nia^ 
be  difeovered  'by  the  rational  and  intelligent  naturaliff,  no  ohe 
parttculai^  how  triviil  foever  it  may  feeni,  can  be  beneath  hisen* 
rjuiry.  1  ihall  make  therefore  no  further  apology  for  propoRng 
the  following  ariicle  relative  to  the  frog,  to  the  difcufllon  of  your 
phyfical  correTpondents;  and  the  rather,  becaufe  fome  of  our  later 
iiatiiralifts,  Dr  Brookes  in  particular,  have  omitted  it,  as  probably 
giving  no  creditno  it,  in  their  defcriptioire  of  this  animal.  ‘  '  j 
Having  heard  it  oWerved,  that  frogs,  at  this  lime  of  the  year, 
have  no  mouths,  I  canfed  a  good  large  one  to  be  caught  the  6th 
of  ibis  inlUnt  September,  and  found  that  the  chops,  or,  at  Icaft, 
tiic  two  membranes  that  cover  them  in  the  nature  of  lips,  were  fo 
fall  clofed,  that  they  could  not  eafily  be  forced  open  witli  onc^i 
lingei',  nor  liv'  tne  head  of  a  pin.  I'his  is  a  fadl,  and  Topfell,  I 
lind,  has  noted  it  many  years  ago,  for  he  writes.  Lib,  ii.  P,  i%o, 
‘‘  In  the  month  of  Aiigull:,  they  (Jrogs)  never  open  their  tnoachs, 
‘  either  to  take  in  meate  or  drinkc,  or  to  utter  any  voyce,  and 
*  their  chaps  are  fo  fad  joyned  or  clofed  together,  that  you  can 
^  hardly  open  them  with  your  finger,  or  with  a  flicke.^' 

ll^deeming  this  appearance  then  to  he  undoubted  matter  of  fa^, 
{  Hiould  be  glad  to  know,  id,  What  particular  piirpofe  this  tern* 
poiary  doling  of  the  animal’s  mouth  can  ferve.  2clly,  By  what 
]>ariicuhr  means  it  is  efl'eded  ;  and,  3dly,  At  what  precife  ftnic. 
us  near  as  can  be  known,  the  mouth  begins  annually  to  clofe,  and 
afterwards  to  re-open.  Topfell  fays  it  is  in  Augud,  and  I  found 
it  clofed  very  fecurely  the  6lh  of  September.

"  Lall  Thurfday  about  three  in  the  af¬ 
ternoon,  a  nu)lt  dreadful  fire  broke  out 
at  the  north'*ca(l  part  of  thu  town,  oc- 
lafioned  ^it  is  reported)  by  a  negro 
throwing  luto  an  oren  (w-hen  heating) 
fome  (laves  of  a  pitch  barrel,  which  im- 
(Haicly  dnTTied  up  to  the  roof  of  the 
kitchen,  and  fet  the  fame  into  a  blaze  t 
The  fircinllantly  communicated  itfelf  to 
to  the  neighbouring  buildings  with  the 
inoll  raging  fury.  The  alarm-bell  was 
rung,  and  inuUitudes  ailcuibled  to  ex- 
tingiiilh  the  fire,  and  pulled  down  fc- 
vcral  hotifes  to  the  well,  in  hopes  of 
Hopping  its  dcllrudtivc  progrefs;  but  all 
was  In  vain;  the  wind  blowing  very 
frelh  from  eaft  nortli-eall,  carried 
t)ic  licry  Ihiu^lcs  along  w  ith  it,  fcatter- 
cd  them  on  liie  roofs  of  feveral  houfes. 
In  about  15  minutes  the  ilore  of  Meifrs 
Hay  and  Kingley,  to  the  norlli  of  the 
parade  became  an  iptire  fiame,  and  let 
ail  tlie  buildings  on  the  Parade,  aud 
(lores  on  the  wharfs  in  the  fame  dread- 
(nl  conHagration.  Having  thus  deftroyed 
every  thing  to  the  weft  down  ta  the  fea, 
it  turned  its  fury  to  the  eaft,  and  hurned 
all  the  buildings  from  the  Parade  up  to 
the  guard  houfe,  and  from  the  guar4* 
h"urc  in  a  direct  fouth  line  to  Mrs 
Martin’s  houfe  near  the  pafture  (the 
guard  and  court-houfc  oaly  excepted;) 
to  prevent  its  farther  running  ealtward, 
n  was  judged  naceiTary  to  blow  op  Mrs 
Martin’s  and  Mrs  Grice’s  houfes  (two 
very  large  buildings),  and  feveral  others, 
wliich  happily  checked  its  fury,  and 
Hopped  its  progrefs  in  that  quarter;  yet 
it  Hill  raged  in  the  center  with  great 
violence,  threatening  the  deftrudtion  of 
the  remaining  buildings  to  the  eaft;  to 
hinder  its  progrefs,  the  houfes  belonging 
to  Mr  George  Dalzell,  and  feveral  others, 
w  ere  blown  up,  which,  with  a  large  ftone 
building  on  the  other  fide  of  the  ^eet, 
thro’  the  mercy  of  Cod,  fet  bounds  to  its 
lory,  and  prevented  its  further  devafta* 
lions — Dreadful  was  the  day  and  Blgktl 
The  devouring  flames,  the  dil^tftion, 
cunfufion,  dtftrefs,  and  lamentations  oi* 
the  poor  deftitute  uml  ruined  inhald'- 
tanis,  was  a  feene  too  melancholy  to  ro- 
prefent.-^The  alarm-guns  were  fired  at 
the  forts,  and  the  country  gexitlemen 
exerted  their  afliftance  with  tfieir  per- 
fons,<art^  and  (laves,  to  carry  what  could 
be  faved  from  the  flamos,  whUft  the 
harbour  contributed  to  the  famn  kind 
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porpofe;  but  the  rapidity  of  the  firu 
would  not  admit  time  to  get  much  oak 
of  the  ftores.  fo  that  the  lofs  was  im<» 
menfe,  The  cuftom  boufe,  arfenal,  jail, 
and  all  the  warehoufes  on  the  Vharfs 
were  entirely  confumed.  The  fire  con* 
tinued  with  much  violepce  until  three 
the  next  morning.  It  is  computed,  that 
near  three  bunpred  houfes  and  ftore^ 
are  confumed,  ind  that  the  wbolg  lofs, 
by  the  heft  computation  thht  can  at  pre* 
fent  be  made,  amounts  to  400,000!.  cur* 
rency.  All  our  provifions,  lumber,  &c, 
are  deftroyed,  and  onr  diftrefs  is  truly 
deplorable:  Two  white  men  and  a  ne¬ 
gro  were  killed,  and  another  white  mass 
mtferably  mangled  by  tho  explofiohs. 
The  magiftrates  met  the  next  moyning 
to  give  foi^  prcventli^  any 

former  damage  that  might  be  fiii&ineq 
by  the  fire,  which  ftill  raged  in  feveral 
of  the  houfes  that  had  been  confumed, 
and  the  council  and  alTembly  met  on 
Monday,  Tvefday  and  this  day,  to  con- 
fider  what  nieafures  fliould  be  taken  to 
alleviate  the  diftrefles  of  the  unhappy 
fufterers.  We  hear  that  they  have  voted 
their  thanks  to  the  officers  of  hif  ma* 
jefty’s  iSSth  regiment,  for  the  zeal  and 
activity  they  exerted  to  preferve  the 
town,  and  have  alfo  voted  a  fum  of 
money  to  the  private  foldiers  of  the  faid 
regiment,  as  an  acknowledgment  fop 
their  fervices  on  that  npeafion.''
